It is a shallow 
type vessel that skims the sur- 
face at a remarkable rate of 
speed, It is used during the sum- 
mer and fall season to convey 
fishermen and hunters ‘down the 
stream to trout lures and hunt- 
ing grounds.

GAS TAX FIGURES REVEAL 
GOOD GAIN 


While many indications have 
pointed to increases in automo- 
bile activity in this state in 1935, 
from the standpoint of both sales 
and usage, figures on gasoline 
tax collections for the first six 
months of this year show definite 
increase in the state govern- 
ment’s revenue directly attribut- 
able to automobile activity. For 
the first six months of 1934, the 
Department of State turned over 
to the Auditor General a total 
of $9,734,179.28 in gasoline tax 
collections, while for the first 
half of 1935 the figure was $10,- 
432,769.65, an increase of $698,- 
590.37 for the period cited.

The Maid’s big moments start- 
ed when She arrived in Big Am- 
erica after spending 19 months in 
the polar regions. 

She was given the key to the 
city of Washington, D. C.; she 
ate alfalfa frorn the banquet 
table of the Commodore hotel in 
New York; she mooed over the 
radio; she was carried about on 
a platform by members of the 
Rutgers football team; she grazed 
aristocratically on Boston Com- 
mon (where even the Boston Ca- 
bots and Lodges can’t walk on 
the grass); and she posed for a 
picture wearing a high hat plac- 
ed on her head by Gov.

THOMAS CONLIN 
Thomas Conlin, editor of the 
Diamond Drill, Crystal Falls, 
died at his home last Saturday. 
Funeral services were held Wed- 
nesday. He was 69 years old. 
This removes from among Mich- 
igan’s newspaper publishers and 
editors one who stood in the 
front rank as a journalist. He 
was a deep thinker and a keen 
editorial commentator, Many of 
his writings were reprinted by 
the Avalanche and other news- 
papers, The Diamond” Drill has 
been one of the sources we have 
depended upon for information 
on public matters. There is no- 
body who can take Mr. Conlin’s 
place in that respect, and we al- 
ready keenly feel the loss. 

As to Mr. Conlin personally, to 
know him was to love him. He 
was fine. One couldn’t see enough 
of him. It made no difference 
as to how occupied he was, he 
always had that kindly smile. He 
was a ready listener to what 
people had to say and always 
kindly in his comments. There 
“was no middle road for him and 
there was no mistaking where he 
stood on public matters. He was 
a power for what he believed to 

_ be the right but never offensive 
toward those with whom he 
could not agree. 

He was a member of the State 
Prison commission and had serv- 
ed 12 years as a member of the 
Newberry State hospital board, 
and was vice president of the 
Michigan Press Association. 

He leaves a son, Thomas, Jr., 
of Reed City; a daughter Mrs. M. 
S. Smith of Crystal Falls; his 
widow and a niece, Miss Marian 
Carter who had lived in the Con- 
lin home for 15 years.
